3 .  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $947 .62  (For 
Town  Road  Aid). 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
for  the  Newfound  Area  Nursing  Association. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Planning  Study 
Committee. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following  ordinances. 
#1.  In  order  to  protect  the  property  owners  of  the  Town  of  Alexan- 
dria against  excessive  costs  of  maintaining  required  statutory  services; 
such  as  fire,  police,  ambulance  and  highway  maintenance;  caused  by  too 
rapid  increase  of  same  within  the  town;  (e.g.,  too  many  roads  required  in 
too  short  a  time  and  of  doubtful  service  ability;)  to  properly  carry  out  the 
above  services,  be  it  enacted  by  the  town  meeting  of  Alexandria  here 
assembled  this  13th  day  of  March  1979  the  following  ordinance; 

1 .  Not  more  than  five  miles  of  road  shall  be  approved  in  any  calendar 
year. 

2.  All  extensions  of  or  from  exixting  roads  shall  conform  to  minimum 
standards  as  defined  in  #3.  Paving  may  be  required  if  extension  or  addi- 
tion is  from  a  paved  road  or  street.  All  Class  #6  roads  must  also  conform 
to  less  than  200  feet  in  length,  situated  entirely  on  one  owner's  property 
and  ending  on  that  property,  which  is  used  solely  for  the  convenience  of 
said  owner,  shall  be  accepted  as  town  road.  (Intent  being  to  exclude 
driveways.) 

3.  Minimum  Standards: 

All  roadbeds  must  be  a  minimum  of  24  feet  wide  with  a  minimum  right 
of  way  not  less  than  50  feet.  Obstructions  on  right  of  way  including  grade 
embankments  must  not  be  of  a  nature  of  impede  plowing  of  snow  in 
winter.  Roadbeds  must  be  stripped  to  stable  sub-soil,  have  a  minimum  of 
18"  of  gravel  base  and  all  stumps,  stones  and  obstructions  must  be 
removed  to  this  depth.  Road  beds  must  also  be  ditched,  crowned  and 
culverts  of  15"  minimum  diameter  or  bridges  installed,  as  required  by 
the  selectmen  and  road  agent. 

A.  Paving  may  be  required  on  grades  in  excess  of  10%,  and  other 
features  may  be  required  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  selectmen  and  road 
agent,  due  to  unusual  conditions.  Grades  of  more  than  15%  will  require 
special  approval. 

B.  All  dead-ends  must  have  adequate  provision  for  reversing 
direction  of  traffic  including  maintenance  equipment  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year. 

4.  All  road  plans  must  be  submitted,  reviewed  and  approved  by  the 
selectmen  prior  to  construction,  and  all  work  inspected  after  completion 
and  prior  to  approval. 

5.  The  intent  of  the  above  ordinance  being  to  provide  for  the  well  be- 
ing of  the  citizens  of  the  town  by  providing  for  necessary  services  without 
placing  an  undue  financial  burden  on  the  property  owners  of  the  town 
and  affirming  that  the  initial  costs  of  new  roads  or  extensions  within  the 
town  should  be  born  principally  by  the  builder. 

6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  adoption. 
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#2.  In  order  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  as  well  as  the 
financial  solvency  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Alexandria  against  the 
necessity  of  extending  mandated  services  too  rapidly;  be  it  enacted  by  the 
town  meeting  of  Alexandria  here  assembled  this  13th  day  of  March  1979 
the  following  ordinance: 

1 .  No  building  intended  as  a  dwelling  place  shall  be  erected  or  moved 
into  the  town  of  Alexandria  (including  trailers)  without  first  obtaining  a 
building  permit  from  the  selectmen  or  other  designated  person  appointed 
by  the  selectmen. 

2.  Permits  shall  be  limited  to  8*  per  year.  No  more  than  2  permits  per 
year  shall  be  granted  to  any  single  builder.  All  applications  for  permits 
shall  include  road  plans  if  needed,  site  approval  for  septic  system  as  re- 
quired by  the  state  plus  any  other  requirements  mandated  by  a  higher 
level  of  government. 

A.  Commercial  buildings  intended  or  designed  to  be  used  for  in- 
dustrial, commercial  or  other  public  use  shall  be  no  more  than  three 
stories  high  and  shall  provide  non-combustible  walls  and  partitions  be- 
tween its  component  parts. 

B.  No  building  intended  or  designed  for  any  public  use  or 
congregation  of  people  shall  be  erected,  altered,  or  used  for  any  purpose 
which  does  not  provide  adequate  exits,  as  described  in  Chapters  155  and 
156,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes,  Annotated,  1955,  and  in  regula- 
tions of  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Marshall's  Office. 

3.  Permits  shall  be  issued  within  sixty  days  after  application  is  submit- 
ted, if  approved,  up  to  8  per  year.  Applications  in  excess  of  8  per  year 
shall  be  backlogged  and  considered  in  order  of  date  of  application. 

4.  A  fee  of  $10.00  shall  accompany  each  application  which  shall  not  be 
refunded  in  the  event  that  permit  is  not  granted. 

5.  Permits  shall  be  void  if  a  substantial  start  of  construction  has  not 
been  made  within  two  years  after  approval. 

6.  Penalties: 

Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  ordinance  is  being 
violated,  the  Selectmen  shall  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior  Court  or 
by  any  other  appropriate  legal  action.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  above 
regulations  may  be  punished  upon  conviction  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$30.00  for  each  day  of  each  violation,  plus  all  legal  costs  in  connection 
with  settling  the  issue. 

7.  The  intent  of  the  above  ordinance  being  to  restrict  growth  in  the  town 
of  Alexandria  to  a  rate  whi£h  will  allow  for  the  provision  of  mandated 
services  maintain  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  all  its  citizens  without 
undue  financial  burden  to  same. 

*Condominiums? 
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8.  Enactment  of  the  above  ordinance  shall  automatically  recind  enact- 
ment of  article  #23  in  town  warrant  appearing  in  annual  report  for  fiscal 
year  ending  December  31,  1 97 1  relative  to  building  permits  or  "intents  to 
build." 

9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  adoption. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  maintenance  and  sealing  of  roads  in  summer. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  plowing  and  sanding  of  roads  in  Winter. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  Town  Road  the  road  from 
Mt.  Cardigan  Road  to  Henry  Hall's  house. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  open  a  portion  of  the  road  from 
"4"  Corners  to  the  "Red  School  House." 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  portion  of  the  MacMurphy 
Road  as  town  road. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  commit  the  sum  of  $5,285.25  to  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  Tax  Maps. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  a  portion  of  the  Cole  Hill 
Road;  the  portion  that  was  opened  by  the  1978  town  meeting. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  road  known  as  "Church 
Hill  Road." 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capitol  Reserve  Fund. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  State  Tax  Commission  re- 
value all  property  in  Town. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the  1972  Truck;  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00  to  be  taken  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  and  the  balance 
to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  the  selectmen  the  power  to 
enact  ordinances  to  control  the  behavior  of  persons  on  public  property 
and  public  ways. 
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20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

ALEXANDRIA  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Report  for  1978 

The  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department  is  happy  to  report  a  year 
of  progress.  We  have  improved  our  equipment  in  several  ways,  and  add- 
ed a  new  hose  on  two  of  the  trucks.  The  new  hose  is  a  completely  syn- 
thetic type  and  offers  lighter  weight  and  less  maintenance.  It  has  proven 
itself  to  equal  and  surpass  conventional  hose  of  similar  quality. 

New  4-Channel  FM  two-way  radios  have  been  recently  installed  in  two 
trucks.  The  new  radios  provide  better  communications  with  area  depart- 
ments, and  allow  us  to  expand  our  alerting  system  with  the  use  of  home 
monitors  or  receivers.  We  will  continue  to  maintain  our  present  AM 
radio  equipment. 
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In  the  area  of  membership  we  have  several  new  names  on  the  roster, 
bringing  our  total  active  membership  to  twenty-five.  Our  up-dated  By- 
Laws  provide  a  status  of  "Exempt  Fireman"  or  "Inactive  Fireman"  for 
those  of  retirement  age  or  with  a  health  problem,  or  request  to  be  so 
designated.  We  welcome  any  resident  who  is  interested  in  membership  in 
the  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department.  Please  contact  a  member  or 
officer  of  the  Department  for  full  particulars. 

Fire  Prevention  and  Inspections  continue  to  be  an  important  program 
for  our  community.  Your  interest  and  concern  is  most  important  in  the 
success  of  these  programs,  and  we  want  to  thank  everyone  for  their  help 
and  cooperation.  We  are  proud  to  serve  you,  and  are  ready  to  respond  24 
hours  per  day,  every  day  of  the  year.  No  service  fees  are  charged. 

It  has  been  a  successful  year.  We  have  held  drills,  hosted  a  Twin  Rivers 
Mutual  Aid  Drill  at  the  AMC  Mt.  Cardigan  Lodge,  participated  in  fire 
school  programs,  represented  our  community  at  parades,  and  very  ade- 
quately rendered  assistance  to  other  Towns  at  a  time  of  need.  We  want  to 
say  THANK  YOU  to  the  "Ladies  Auxiliary"  for  their  untiring  support, 
and  to  the  Ladies  who  answer  to  "RED"  phone,  they  are  very  dedicated 
to  the  cause.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as  superior 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and  local 
community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat 
forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens 
are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the 
members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  Staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used 
to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local 
forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor 
and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase 
hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in 
forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  per- 
mitted only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  forest 
Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required 
is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000.00  or  a  jail  term  of 
up  to  one  year  or  both. 

Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!
